In addition to the above, we have decided 
to place an order for the blower in order to permit 
the school management to use coal instead of wood 
in the future. 


Careful consideration has been given to the 
renewed request of the principal for a new engine and 
generator.

The present condition of the mo- 
tor may bring on avery serious emergency eny time, and we are without 
authority to solve such an emergency should a breakdown occur. The 
batteries even in their A-1 shape could not carry the load for more 
than twelve hours. Last year, in June, a breakdown occured and we were 
a full week without power. Luckily at that time of the year the load 
is at its lightest. We could not possibly encounter a like emergency 
in winter and carry on with the school work. 


We wish to notify you beforehand of the present state of 
affaires and ask for instructuions now in case a breakdown should occur 
and which we feel is) bound to come about in a very short time. We suggest 
it would be preferable to install a 27 hep. automatic lighting plant 
which would start when the heavy load comes on and save the batteries 
from carrying the overload

In view of the paramount importance | 


given to the land estates of the Indians called 
‘Reserves’, it seems opportune for your Par- 
liamentary Observer to publish a few histor-| 
ical notes on the subject | 
The British Government has always ree- 
ognized the Indian’s title to land, which con- 
sisted of hunting and fishing rights over the 
districts occupied by them, and the Crown 
reserved to itself the exclusive right to treat 
with the Indians for its surrender. On the 
other hand, during the days of French Rule 
in Canada, the French claimed the new colony 
by right of discovery and conquest and never 
recognized any Indian title. As a matter of 
grace the French did not set apart reserves 
for the Indians; this applies, with a few ex- 
ceptions to the reserves in Quebec and in the 
Maritimes 
The British assumed the French title to 
lands after the conquest, and the Indians 
were confirmed in the possession of the re- 
serves they occupied by the Proclamation of | 
17 However, in British Columbia the 
Provincial Government has not recognized 
any Indian land title in that province, but it 
has set apart reserves in which the Govern- 
ment retains an interest, called reversionary, 
which will be effective if and when the In- 
dians shall cease to require the land 
In Ontario, Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, as well as in the Northwest Terri- 
tories the old policy of recognizing the Indian 
title has been followed tracts of land he been 
ceded by the Indians to the Crown, by T an im- 
mediate payment in goods or money, or for an annuity, or 
for both. In these Treaties the Indians reserved certain 
Jands for their own use and occupation, the title of which| 
is in the Crown, in trust for the Indians, and the ceded| 
territory is administered by the province. At times Indians 
surrender for sale or for lease parts of these lands reserved 
for themselves, and the proceeds are placed to the credit of 
the band 

We may add that during the period of military control 
n Canada (1763 to 1841), the Indians were treated more 
or less as an independent sovereign power. The attitude 
of Canada was influenced to a marked degree by her desire 
on the one hand, to win the support of the Indians as friends 
or allies, and on the other, through fears of Indian attacks 
on her frontier settlements. 

The following period, (1841-18 is marked by a 
gradual change from a policy which was dictated by con- 
siderations of fear and self-interest, to one dominated by 
efforts to educate, civilize and christianize the Indian. The 
British North America Act transferred the authority of the 
Provinces to the Federal Government, the transition was 
easy; in 1868 a Dominion Act which consolidated previous 
acts and summed up the best features of Indian legislat 
placed on the statute book. There was only an amplifi 
cation and development of the former policy, elastic enough 
to accommodate the problems of the various Indian groups in 
the country

In existence for four years, the Catholic Institute 
of B.C, has undertaken the training of the headman in each 
mission, thereby laying a solid foundation for moral and 
spiritual welfare as well as for a thorough social development 
according to the spirit of the Church. 

A much older and time-proven organisation, essentially

At the point where the congress is to be held, a large 
bower is erected for the meetings near the mission chapel. 
The sessions are conducted by the Indians; a different chair- 
man is usually chosen for each meeting and the discussions 
are conducted with gravity and strict conformity with the| 
rules. The speakers, men and women, deliver addresses 
usually centered on one topic, such as the Christian Family.

Dear Mr. Gowans, 

We wish to bring to the attention of the Department 
once again the aifferent problems which still remain after several 
years. May we ask your cooperation in presenting them again tothe 
Department for the new fiscal year. 

Our main probleme sre water, electric power and roadeé. 

Hauling water from the lake by truck and tenk presente 
a major problem 4n winter when blizserds and snow block the road. 
™o remedy this situation we suggest building the present road higher 
and request the necessary machinery to maintain 4t. As you probably 


know, the railroad has favored ue with a siding directly west of the 
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rd 


Scu00l. A good road to this point and the main highway, for the 
use of the school, nurse station, and reserve, is requested. 

Our electric power needs are constantly increasing 
and the present overloaded old Deisel plant can not supply all 
the needed power. 

This last winter we were very unfortunate in having 
to dispose of practically all our herd of cattle, because of 
Bang@ dfsease. We ask for a special grant to help in securing 
another milk herd sufficient for the school needs. 

A new shop is needed for the vocational training of 
the pupils. The present shop is not fit for use nor remodelling. 

A special fence around the dug-out reservoir, a 
fence in front of school, eaves troughs for the school, fire 
escapes, water softener for the laundry, a new bake oven for the 
bakery, all iteme which are still to be furnished. 

A walk-in refrigerator is an essential necessity 
for an institution ae the school. 

Miss McCready asked that the school kitchen and 
dining hall be modernised. A potato peeler, a food mixer and 
food chopper are items needed in the kitchen. An adding machine 


for the principal's office is also needed. 


We also request a special grant for a hall for the 


social activities of the reserve as a whole and a follow-up 
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program to continue and bring into adult life the formation 
and instruction received in school. 

We hope that you will be able to secure the 
favourable consideration of the department for these problems 
and needed items.

and the payment of wages to the driver. 


Winter conditions in Manitoba when at times the 
temperature goes down to 40, make the hauling of water for 
this school a difficult problem. Now that conditions are 
somewhat normal, we beligve that money should be voted in 
the next estimates for installing a regular water system for 
this school, which will give a more abundant and sure supply 
of water. 


Your engineer some ten years ago made 4 survey of this 
water project which might be used now for the purpose of 
securing prices from interested contractors. You know that a 
considerable amount of money was spent on that school some ten 
years ago and that it is now one of your best institutions. 
With a proper and regular water supply the School would be 
completely equipped. 


Hoping that you will look into this matter as soon

INTRODUCTORY: 

In response to the request of the Department of 
Indien Affairs as contained in your letter of August 18th, 
Mr. J. @. Rose of this office and the writer visited Sandy 
Bay Indian School, spending August 23, 24 and 25th in 
making studies on the ground. A survey was made of what 
was considered the most practical route for a pipe line from 
Lake Manitoba to the school. This survey consisted of 
running a chained traverse by transit, running of precise 
levels to procure a ground profile, the taking of soumdings 
off shore to ascertain intake conditions, the securing of 
borings along the traverse line, the location of puildings 
and the securing of elevations in the vicinity of the éeheet 
buildings. An examination was made of the water supply 
installation of the school and data were collected relative 
to the water requirements of the Institution. A samphe: of 


water was taken from Lake Manitoba for analysis. 


PRESENT WATER SUPPLY SYSTEM: }

The existing water supply at the Institution is 
briefly as follows: ‘The school building is approximately 
100" x 40" and rainfall upon the roof is collected into an 
underground cistern 12 feet in diameter and 10 feet deep, 
with a capacity of about 7,000 gallons. This cistern is 
in close proximity to the kitchen and the water is 
delivered to the kitchen by means of a hand pump located 
in the kitehen. This water is used for drinking, cooking 
and laundry purposes. For sanitary purposes three tanks 
with a combined capacity of 2,200 gallons are located in 
the attic of the building and a gravity water furnished 
the school. ‘The water supply to these tanks comes from 
two sources, but the quality of the water is much the same, 
A comparatively deep well, approximately 250 feet from the 


school, is operated by a wind mill and a feed pipe leads 
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to the water tanks, the energy necessary also being supplied 
by the windmill. A comparatively shallow well is located 
quite close to the workshop of the school and is connested 
to am underground cistern nearby; the dimensions of this 
cistern being about four feet square and sixteen feet deep. 
A pump driven by a small gasoline engine located in the 
workshop connects with this cistern and also to the storage 
tank in the attio and is operated during such periods as 
continued lack of sufficient wind to operate the windmill 
results in failure of water supply from the deeper well. 
The Principal of the School stated that this shallow well 
appeared to be going dry. The water from both these wells 


is very hard, and distinctly salty. 


cooking and laundry purposes in the school, but I understand

that in addition to sanitary purposes it is also used in the 
gteam heating system, high pressure boiler and domestic 
water heater. 

The amount of water that can be collected into the 
soft water cistern from the roof, even in a year of average 
precipitation, is far from sufficient to meet the requirements 
of the very limited use to which this supply is put and 
consequently water has to be heuled from Lake Manitoba - two 


and one-third miles distant. The hauling is done by team and 


a 400-gallon métal tank mounted on a wagon is used. It 
appears that only an average of one tank per week is hauled 
from the lake. 

™ The main school building is the only building 
equipped with a water supply system. Piping for both cold 
and hot water is installed and fire hose is in place on each 
floor. ‘The hot water supply consists of a 300-gallon tank 
connected to the heating system boiler only, with the result 


that there is no hot water supply when the heating system is 


not in operation. ‘There is no hot water supply boiler 
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installed and also no high pressure steam boiler, and this 
latter unit is rather essential in an Indian School. Piping 
in the school is in poor condition. 
WATER SUPPLY REQUIREMENTS : 

We have been asked to report on the complete 
installation of an adequate water supply system for this 
school. Accordingly, for the purposes of this report we 
consider an adequate water supply system should include the 
following: 

(1). A dependable source of water supply. 


(2) A water supply safe for drinking, palatable, 
and not unreasonably hard. 


(3) Continuous hot and cold water in the main 

school building, necessitating the 

installation of a new hot water supply 

boiler. 

A high pressure steam supply, necessitating 

the installation of a high pressure steam 

boiler. 

A water supply for stock, necessitating 

pipe connection to barn and installation 

of water supply for cattle and horses, also 

a surface pipe connection to hog pen to 

provide water supply during non-freezing 

period of year. 

(6) A reasonable measure of fire protection. 
SOURCE OF WATER SUPPLY: 

fo fulfill requirements (1) and (2) above, it is 
considered necessary to use Lake Manitoba as the source of 
water supply. Wells in the district around Sandy Bay School 
produce a salty water if driven to depth and shallow wells 
are not at all dependable. 

A copy of the analysis of Lake Manitoba water 
accompanies this report. It shows the water to be hard and 
to contain a high amount of sodium chloride. However, it is 
considered that this water can be utilized without the use of 


filter, softener or chlorinator systems, even were it possible 


to install such systems. I would like to point out that this 
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analysis shows that trouble from incrusting solids must be 
anticipated in connection with the operation of the heating 
system, hot water supply boiler and high pressure steam 
boilers Lack of water pressure at the school prevents the 
installation of a water softener. 

PROPOSED WATER, SUPPLY SYSTEM; 

The proposed water supply system can roughly be 
divided into the following main divisions: (1) Intake, 

(2) Main Pipe Line, (3) Pumping Plant, (4) Water 
Distribution System. 

Plate No» I accompanying this report, is a Plan 
and Profile of the survey line between the proposed location 
of the water supply intake and the school. This survey line 
does not follow the shortest distance between the proposed 
intake location and the school, it being necessary to diverge 
slightly to facilitate the running of the survey by avoiding 
heavy cutting through brush. Accordingly, borings shown on 
the profile are not, all strictly on the proposed pipe line, 
but are eufficiently close to fairly accurately show the 
nature of soil to be excavated. 

Plate No. II is a Plan and Profile of the proposed 
location of the Pipe Line between the Proposed Intake and the 
school. ‘The total length of line is slightly less than the 
survey line. It also shows a profile of the proposed pipe 
line. 

For the purposes of the survey the elevation of 
Lake Manitoba was taken as 810.0 and it will be noted that 
there is a rise of fifteen feet detween lake level and the 
ground level at the school, of which eight feet occurs in the 
last 1500 feet adjoining the school. The distance from the 
outer limit of the intake to the school is 9,970 feet, of 
which approximately 3,000 feet between chainage 49400 and 


79400 traverse an area covered with poplar bush. Several of 
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the Indians have dwellings located in this wooded area. 
(1) Intake; 

The governing features in connection with the intake 
are (a) Minimum lake elevation and (b) necessity for extension 
into reasonably clear water. The minimum elevation of Lake 
Manitoba over the past forty yearsperiod is approximately 
809 as referred to our datum and the maximum slightly above 
813.0. Soundings revealed that at a distance of 690 feet from 
waters edge, a depth of eight feet of water was obtainable. 
No equipment was available for us to determine the nature of 
whatever underlay the water and accordingly some uncertainty 
exists as to what difficulties will be encountered in under 
water excavation. However, a boring taken some 520 feet back 
from the waters edge and down to elevation 805.2 showed sand 
and sandy loam. 

It is proposed that the intake shall consist of a 
4" pipe line extending from a point 690 feet beyond waters 
edge to a conorete lined well located at chainage 27450. 
Plate No. II shows the profile of this proposed intake, It 
is estimated that this 4" intake line will carry by gravity 
a sufficient volume of water to the concrete well to enable 
30 gallons of water per minute to be pumped from the well to 
the school. To ensure this flow it will be necessary to lay 
the intake pipe line at elevation 805.5 to the point where it 
joins waters edge. Outward from waters edge at elevation 805 
the pipe line is to be supported on sunken rock filled 
eribbing with outer limit at approximate elevation of 804.0. 
Total length of 4" intake line is approximately 3,550 feet. 
The concrete well at Station 27450 wéll be sunk to elevation 
805.0 and is to be 6' O" square. Over the well is to be 


built the pump house. 
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(8) Main Pipe Line: 

The main pipe line will consist of a 3" pipe line 
leading from the above mentioned pump house to an underground 
reservoir in the immediate vicinity of the school. Plate 
No. Il shows the profile of this proposed pipe line. To 
ensure protection from freezing it is considered necessary 
that this pipe line shall be eight feet underground between 
Station 27450 to 49400, 7 feet underground from Station 
49400 to 79400 and 8 feet underground from 79400 to the 
underground reservoir. The total length of 3" pipe line 
will be 6,450 feet. 

This pipe line will discharge into an underground 
reservoir with a capacity of 10,000 gallons which is the 
estimated water requirements of the Institution for three 
days. 

(3) Pumping System: 

The most convenient layout would have the pump 
house at the school, the whole pipe line from school ‘to lake 
being a suction lines. However, it is considered that too 
much risk is involved with such a long suetion line. The 
shore line of the lake affords a poor location for a pumping 
plant and during high water stages extensive flooding occurs 
to the rear of the shore line as can be noted from the 
profile on Plate Nos I. It is proposed, therefore, to locate 
the pump house at Station 27450. 

The pump house would be built directly over the 
concrete well and it is hoped that a layout can be arranged 
80 as to prevent formation of ice in the well, even though 
the pwnp house be used only every third day in winter. ‘The 
location is very much exposed and it may prove difficult to 
protect the well from freezing, but it is considered that the 


aifficulties can be overcome and heating be required only on 
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~~ 
days pumping operations are required. 

It is proposed to install one 2 H.?. engine driven 
Typhoon Pump to deliver thirty U.S. gallons per minute to the 
reservoir at the school. Pump and engine is to be mounted on 
the same frame. 

The underground reservoir with capacity of 10,000 
gallons will be located in close proximity to the extension 
of the present school building used as a workshop. It is 
proposed to utilize the 3 H.P. engine driven pump now set 
up in the workshop and used to pump water to the three 
storage tanks located in the attic of the school building. 
This pump will be connected to the proposed underground 
reservoir and the discharge line to the tanks in the attic 
will also be utilized as at present. 

(4) Water Distribution System: 

The existing distribution system consists of the 
three storage tanks in the attic supplying by gravity, water 
for general purposes throughout the school. It is proposed 
to utilize the same principle, replacing such piping as is 
necessary and adding whatever piping is required for the 
additional services it is proposed to install. The vertical 
2" piping in the school is said to be in fair condition but 
horizontal lines are more or less eroded, 

It is recommended that a hot water supply boiler 
and a high pressure steam boiler be installed. The hot 
water supply boiler would ensure a hot water supply during 
the period the heating system is not utilized and the steam 
boiler is rather a necessity in Indian Schools. These will 
involve additional connections to the water supply system. 

It is also recommended a pipe connection be made 
from the cold water distribution line in the school building 
to the barn to provide a continuous water supply for stock 


throughout the entire year. The hog pen would be connected 
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by surface piping with the feed line within the barn in 
order to provide a water supply at the hog pen during the 
non-freezing period. 

ESTIMATES OF COSTS: 

Time has not been taken to determine quantities 
pipe connections, valves, fittings, etc., and neeessarily 
some uncertainty must exist as to difficulties that might be 
encountered with excavation, particularly with under water 
excavation. Under water excavation for the intake would 
probably be simplified by the use of a dredge, but there is 
no dredge on Lake Manitoba and probably not even a scow 
suitable for supporting excavating machinery. A trenching 
machine eould also be used to advamtage in excavating for 
the pipe line, but transporting such machinery to and from 
the project might possibly offset the advantage over ordinary 
Labor. 

Estimates are based upon the use of cast iron pipe 
with flexible joints for the intake and main water line. 

Such pipe is made in Winnipeg, is more serviceable and less 
costly than either black or galvanized pipe. It also is less 
costly to lay. 

Particulars as to the nature of excavation likely 
to be encountered and as determined from borings are briefly 
as followa: 

Station 0400 to Station 27450 - Light sandy loam and light 
damp clay. This whole distance is to be excavated to a 

depth 4.5 feet below lake level. Borings did not reveal that 
iifficulty would be encountered because of this fact, but 

some uncertainty exists, especially if excavated by hand labor. 
Station 27450 to Station 45400 - Fairly hard clay containing 


some small stones.

Referring to the memorandum from the Director of 
tndian Affairs, dated 11 October, 1949, we are now in receipt 
of a report from Mr. Kerr with covering letter dated 3 January, 
from Mr. Perrie. Duplicate copies of this report with covering 
letter are attached herewith. 


The report indicates the present cost of installing 
a water line from Lake Manitoba to this school along the lines 
of the general design in Mr. Gow's report of September 5th, 
1934, will be approximately 40,000. Mr. Perrie states that 
the scheme outlined in Mr. Gow's report will provide what seems 
to be the only really satisfactory solution to the water problem 
at this school. 


While Mr. Perrie indicates that a change might be 
made in the location of the intake well with a slight saving in 
cost, this chamge will depend on conditions encountered on 
the Lake shore. A further investigation will be necessary be- 
fore material can be ordered and before work can begin. 


As water from Lake Manitoba is being used at present 
in the school this proposed installation of a pump and water 
line will not in any way improve the quality of the water avail- 
able, but will save the cost of hauling water and perhaps enable 
a larger minimum supply to be in storage at the school with 
better regulation of the supply.

Thus, if the hauling of water at present costs more 
than $2,350.00 each year the installation of the proposed syster 
would be economically advantageous. Of course, certain conven-~ 
fences might result from the proposed system which cannot be 
expressed in money. 


The attached report makes mention of the meed for a 
high pressure laundry boiler. The estimated cost of this equip- 
ment is $1,750.00 in place, and should be considered as a 
separate item not included within the $40,000.00 estimated as 
the cost of the proposed new water system. 
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There appears to be a need for the installation 
of this water system, and if economically advantageous we 
recommend it be undertaken, Otherwise, it is expensive, and 
due to the fact that the pumphouse will be 14 to 2 miles 
away frem the school in an exposed location, some maintenance 
troubles and expense might possibly develop later if careless- 
ness-is exhibited in operation.

The school was in very good order and discipline 
was of a very high standard. The building's interior 
was very clean and well kept. Interior decorating 
had been done by the priests and lay brothers. All 
classrooms were extremely tidy. fhe boys’ and giris' 
activities in the playrooms were being properly 
supervised and the playrooms themselveswwere in 
good condition. 


The main problem at this school is to obtain 
some better system of delivering weter. I will deal 
with thie question first. 


Incian Affairs 
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We had before us a copy of the "Report on Water 
Supply Syetem for Sandy Bay Indian School" presented 
by D. B. Gow, Acting District Chief Engineer, Dominion 
Water Power & Reclamation Service, in August , 1934. 
We followed this report in detail ead the project ae laid 
out by Mr. Gow ie quite feasible and any future work 
should follow the survey as laid down as to lines and 
levels. 


The original water Aistribution hae been changed 
since the report of 1934, The overhead tanks in the 
school attic have been dispensed with and pressure tanke 
with a total capacit of about 1 po° gallons are 
vite tied in the boiler room. fhe outeide wells were 
abandoned and a 20,000 gallon concrete reservoir has 
been constructed @ roximately 50 feet from the end of 
the boiler room. his tank is kept filled with water by 
meane of a tank truck which haule the water from the 
lake. The truck capacity is 1,000 gallons and the water 
consumption in the school 4e about 3,000 gallons per day. 
It can be easily understood that, in extreme winter 
weather, it is a hardship to keep the water in the storage 
tank at a safe level. 


A dug-out has been constructed and a pressure 
system installed to supply water to the barn and pig pen. 


Mr. Gow's report was made when the prices of 
materiale and labour were approximately half the present 
price, and a revised estimate of cost is attached hereto. 


We are presenting an alternative to Mr. Gow's scheme, 
which will not only seve approximately $5,000.00 but will 
also deliver filtered water to the school. 


According to the t#et holes put down on the original 
survey, the material close to the shore line of Lake 
Manitoba shows sand and eandy loam. It is euggeeted that 
a cribbed well 10 x 10 be gunk near the shore line and 
a pump and motor inetalled at the same location, instead 
of at Sta. 27450. This would eliminate the necessity 
of underwater work in the lake and all of the 4" C.I. pipe 
which wae suggested in the original estimate. 


The possibility of sinking a well in the vicinity of 
the school is practically ruled out because of excessive 
quantities of sodium chhoride. The former wells have 
been out of use for some time and were used only for 
flushing sewage in the school. The water level in the 
welle hae dropped to such an extent that there is not 
enough water to use for flushing sewage. Lake Manitoba 
is the only available water source and an analysis of 
thiewwater, which appears in Mr. Gow's report, shows some 
sodium chloride. 


It is proposed to use the present storage tank for 
storage and to connect the 3" line from the lake directly 
to thie tank. The Manitoba Power Commission is going to 
connect to this school very shortly and it is suggested 
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that a tranemission line be erected along the ipe 
line to the pumping station (approx. 9,200 feet) and 
electric energy, automatically controlled, be aged 
for pumping the water. 


Some type of heater will be required in the pump 
mer to counteract freezing conditions during the 
winter.

The revised estimate 
covering the cost of the project as outlined 
in Mr. Gow's report can be considered to be 
a fairly close one although, from information 
just obtained, it would appear that the item 
of $650.00 for a High Pressure Boiler should 
be nearer $1,600.00. However any variations 
in the itemized eetimate would be taken care 
of by the 10% provided for contingencies and 
unforseen and it can be considered that, to 
construct the water supply system as recommended 
by Mr. Gow, the sum of $40,000.00 would have 
to be provided. 


In the event that the Indian Affairs Branch 
propose to proceed with the project in the 
coming year it would be well to provide funds 
acs above, but I am of the opinion that it may be 
possible to effect some considerable saving in 
the cost of the project by locating the well and 
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pump house at the lake shore rather than at 
Station 27450 ae shown on the profiles attached 
to Mr. Gow's report. 


At the time of the recent inspection it 
was not gsible to sink test holes at tae lake 
ghore but fros information at present available 


it pears that a supply ° ered water oan be 
made available in a wel located near the shore 
line and if the well se located fille with water 
4 filteration thro the sand it will eliminate 
the necessity of installing the 4* intake pipe 
to the lake and effect a eaving of approximately 
$5,000.00 in the eoet of the work. 


Attached herete are copies of the profiles that 
pecenpeatee Mr. Gow's wepers of 1934 upon which I 
have indicated,in red, e recommended new location 
of the well and pump house.

Clark and myself proceeded to Amaranth on Hov- 
ember 25th to inapect the above school. 


fhe school is situated about 6% miles south 
east of Amaranth, Manitoba, and is about two 
miles from the western shore of Lake Manitoba. 


this school is about 
205 or 210, nuns and priests. 
This ie the max r the sohool and 
several children had admission this 
fall due to the over-c 
told by the Principal, vr 
endeavouring to have an o14d 
éay school to accommodate c 
and in this way ease the situation. 


fhe school wae in very good order and discipline 
was of a very high standard. ‘The building's interior 
wae very clean and well kept. Interior decorating 
had been done by the priests and lay brothers. Ail 
classrooms were extremely tidy. The boys’ and giris' 
activities in the playrooms were being properly 
supervised and the playrooms themeelveawwere in 
good condition. 


fhe main problem at this school is to obtain 
geome better system of delivering water. I will deal 
with this question firet. 
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We had before us a copy of the "Report on Water 
Supply System for Sandy Bay Indian School" presented 
by D. B. Gow, Acting District Chief Engineer, Dominion 
Water Power & Reclamation Service, in August , 1934, 
We followed this report in detail and the project as laid 
out by Mr. Gow is quite feasible and any future work 
should follow the survey as laid down as to lines and 
jevels. 


fhe original water distribution has been changed 
since the report of 1934, The overhead tanks in the 
school attic have been dispensed with and pressure tanks 
with a total capacity of about 1 © gallone are 
inetalled in the boiler room. i e outside wells were 
abandoned and a 20,000 gallon concrete renervoir has 
been conetructed approximately 50 feet from the end of 
the boiler room. his tank is kept filled with water by 
means of a tank truck which hauls the water from the 
lake. The truck capacity ie 1,000 gallons and the water 
sonsumption in the school is about 3,000 gallons per day. 
It oan be easily understood that, in extreme winter 
weather, it is a hardship to keep the water in the storage 
tank at a safe level. 


A dug-out has been constructed and a pressure 
system installed to supply water to the barn and pig pen. 


Mr. Gow's report was made when the prices of 
materiale and labour were approximately half the present 
price, and a revised eBtimate of cost is attached hereto. 


We are presenting an alternative to Mr. Gow's scheme, 
which will not only seve approximately $5,000.00 but will 
also deliver filtered Bi to the school. 


According to the holes put down on the original 
survey, the material close to the shore line of Lake 
Manitoba shows sand and sandy loam. It is suggested that 
a oribbed well 10 x 10 be sunk near the shore line and 
a pump and motor installed at the same location, instead 
of at Sta. 27450. This would eliminate the necessity 
of underwater work in the lake and all of the 4® G.I. pipe 
which was suggested in the original estimate. 


The poseibility of sinking a well in the vicinity of 
the school is practically ruled out because of excessive 
quantities of sodium chloride, The former wells have — 
been out of use for some time and were used only for 
flushing sewage in the echool. The water level in the 
wells has dropped to such an extent that there is not 
enough water to use for flushing sewage. Lake Manitoba 
4e the only available water source and an analysis of 
thieswaterf which appears in Mr. Gow's report, shows some 
sodium chloride. 


It is proposed to use the present storage tank for 
storage and to connect the 3" line from the lake directly 
to thie tank. The Manitoba Power Commission is going to 
connect to this school very shortly and it ie suggested 
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that a transmission line be erected along the pipe 
line to the pumping station (approx. 9,200 feet) and 
electric energy, sutomatically controlled, be used 
for pumping the water, 


Some type of heater will be required in the pump 
house to counteract freezing conditions during the 
winter.

The Sandy Bay Residential School is situated in 
the centre of the Sandy Bay Reserve and it is very easy 
for a pupil to leave school without the school staff 
being aware of it. The child when once on the reserve 
is harboured by the Indians and if the child can tell 
a story of a whipping, it becomes quite a problem to 
get the pupil baek to school. 

I firmly believe that if the two boys in question 
were transferred to another school as a disiplinary 
measure, and the two boys are chronic truants, I believe 
that it would tend to stop truancy from becoming epidemic 
in this school, 

I beg to request that the Department will reconsider 
their decision in this matter.

I am inolined to feel from your letter that 
you have taken a wrong impression from the Deputy Super- 
intendent's ciroular of the 15th ultimo, Please read 
this olroular again and you will note that it simply 
pointed out that the Indian Act requires permission to 
be secured when it is desired to keep children over 
sixteen years of age in a residential school. The 
Department fully realizes that there are often very good 
reasons for keeping children after the age mentioned, 
but, as stated above, permission should be secured. 

We are prepared to give favourable consideration to 
representations made by principals with regard to 
retaining children over sixteen years, 


The practice which the Department desires 
followed in future is that at the end of each academic 
year the Principal should prepare a list of children 
sixteen years of age and over. He should state defin- 
itely those whom he considers should be retained for 4 
further period and give his reasons for this action in 
each individual case. This report should be forwarded 
z the Department through the office of your local Indian 

gent. 


In accordance with the above, you should 
at once prepare a list of children sixteen years of age 
and over in the Sandy Bay School, giving their names 
and register numbers, and, in the case of those whom you 
consider should be retained for a further period, you 
should request such permission and give your reasons 
for making the request.

Albert Roulette, but was informed that I would not get any 
assistance from’ that quarter. The father himself stated that 
he would not assist the police in getting his boy. 

4. Under these circumstances it will 
be rather a diffioult matter to get a hold of this truant. on 
the 20th instant whilst at Portage la Prairie on other duties 
I discussed this affair with J. Waite, Esq. Indian Agent and 
his suggestion is that the matter be held in abeyance until 

Gladstone about August 15th or thereabouts when the schools open again. 

Firs t. 5. In view of this no special patrols 
to apprehend this truant will be made in the mantime. Should 
he be located whilst in the district on other mtters the 
necessary action will be taken. Right at the present nearly 
all of the Sandy Bay Indiens are out of the Reserve and 
camping about the country-side digging seneoa root. This 
continual shifting of camp sites makes it hard to locate the 
boy.

i. Further re this subject I have to 
state as follows;- On the 24th instant whilst in the Sandy Bay 
dist. on other duties I learned that this truant was being 
harbored by Louis Prinoe, Chief of the Sendy Bay Band. 

2. The writer and Cst. R. E. Badley 
fortwith proceeded to the Prince premises but found that the 
boy had again escaped from the house before we got there. The 
truant’s father was there and on asking him where the boy was 
he said "You scan go to hell, I'm boss here and you have no 
Tight to come on my reserve". After informing him that we 
would oall back in about an hour and that he should locate his 
son and turn him over we left on other duties. We called at 
the Sendy Bay Residential Sohool where I arranged with Father 
Chagnon that should Albert Beaulieu, the fa ther ,deocide,to bring 
the boy to the school he would take him in and notify this 
office. 

3. We subsequently returned to the 
Prince abode. The father had also left and could not be loca ted 
Mrs. Beaulieu, the mother, ws present and I served on her 4 
notification as provided for in Seo. 10 of the Indian Aot. 

The father had been previously notified verbally. The mother 
was advised both verbally and in writing. She however refused, 
at the instigation of the Chief, to accept the service. I put 
the paper down at her feet whereupon Chief Prinoe picked it 
up and threw it into the police oar at the same time stating 
that we hed no business coming onto the Reserve without a 
permit from the Inflian Agent and threatened to foroibly put 
us off. By that time he had gathered cope 10 to 12 other 
Indians with him. I handed the paper back to him and advised 
him to place it back where he had picked it up. He refused 

to do so by again threwing the paper at me. 

ae Other members of the hand that had 
gathered, apparently the Chief's cronies, refused to divulge 
their names and as the writer is not very familher with the 
members of the Sandy Bay I cannot say who they were. I would 
hewever recomgnizeall, or nearly all of them, if I saw them 
agein. 

5. The Chief is a rtioularly ebno- 
-xious type of individual and hes absolutely no respeot for 
law or order. He admitted harboring the truant in question and 
stated that we had no “god-damn business" trying to take him 
away. 

. It would appear thet Prince, in 
the actions above desoribed, was obstructing & peace officer 
in the execttion of his duty and should be prosecuted; other- 
wise he and his followers will get out of control. I might 
say here that only a mall percentage of the members of the 
Sandy Bend have any use for him. He is unpopuler with most of 
then. 

7. Further; I have no doubt that 
Albert Beaulieu will refuse to produce hoy within the 5 day 
time limit and if he does so refuse I suggest that action 


be taken against him under the provisoins of the Act. P.T.0.

8. I omitted to state in Para. 3. that 
the notification eventually was left with Chief Louis Prince 
who was advised to return same to Mrs. Beaulieu; he refused to 
take it or pick it up after it was placed at his feet; it was 
there when we left. 
9. It woulda appear from Sub-sec. 4 of 
Sec. 10 of the Indian Aot that the notification of a parent need 
not necessarily be in writing; there is nothing in the section 
to indicate this. As the matter now stands both parents have 
been verbally notified and the mother was served with a written 
notice as aforementioned; copy of said notise is hebd at this 
office. 
10. There is nothing to show that this 
truant would be exempted under any of the provisions of s.s. 5, 
of Sec. 10, i.e. by sickness, eto. 
ll. The alleged obstruction of a peace 
officer in the exeoution of his duty would no doubt come under 
the provisions of the Code and in view of this I am forwarding 
herewith an extra oopy of this report for the Crown Attorney, 
Cc.

The Department is in receipt of another application 
for the admission of Margaret Rattlesnake to the Sandy Bay 
Indian Residential School. This application form is signed 
by both the father and the mother and states that the child's 
religion is Roman Catholic. The medical health form has been 
signed by Doctor Lerner. As there appears to be some doubt 
regarding the religious auspices under which the Rattlesnake 
children should be educated the Department has decided to 
request Inspector Hamilton to look into this matter fully on 
the occasion of his next visit to your agency. 


While the admission of George Rattlesnake to the 
Birtle Indian Residential School was approved by official 
letter of October 27th, last, his name does not appear on 
the December quarter return and it is presumed that he has 
not entered that school. He should remain at home with his 
parents until after Inspector Hamilton reports and our decision 
hae been given. 


We are informed that Margaret Rattlesnake is at 
present in the Sandy Bay School and it has been decided to 
approve her admission temporarily until the end of June.

Dear Sir:- 


I am enclosing a declaration made by Francis 
Tanner and his wife of the Waywayseecappo Band, renouncing 
their adherence to the Roman Catholic Church,and desiring 
that their children be educated in the Birtle School. 
This declaration was given to me by Mr Crump, the 
Presbyterian Missionary on the Reserve,who states that 
he feels sure that their desire to change is genuine. 
The Rev.Dr.Cameron,Secretary of the Home Mission Board 
of the Presbyterian Church in Canada,also interviewed 
the Tanners,and states that so far as he can judge, 
these people seem sincere in their desire to become 
Presbyterians. 


Also I am enclosing a declaration which they 
made in August 1939,stating that they are both Roman 
Catholics,an@ desiring to have their children brought 
up in the Presbyterian faith. 


I should have stated that only copies of 
these declarations are enclosed. 


The Department approved of the discharge 
of these children from Birtle School in 19359,and later 
approved of their admission into Sandy Bay School,on 
account of the wishes of the parents in 1959. 


On this Reserve there is great rivalry between 
the Presbyterian and Roman Catholic Churches,and the 
Indians are aware of it and taking advantage of it. 

There is another case of the same sort pending and no 
doubt others will crop up,if we allow all these changes. 
An Indian will have some complaint about the school,and 
will change his religious views,to have his children 
moved to another school.I do not know if that is the 
reason in the Tanner family or not,but I doubt if they 
were genuine in making both declarations. 


There 
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There are at present eight children in this family, 
@ ‘foun of whom have attended Sandy Bay School.The others will 
soon be of school age,so that the decision of the Department 
regarding this matter will affect these children for many 
years yet. 


I would suggest sending the children who are enrolled 
as pupils at San@y Bay School, back there to complete their 
education,and allowing the patents to send the younger 
children,who have not been to school,to Birtle,if they 
wish to do so,and make it plain to them that no further 
transfers will be allowed. 


Please advise me of your decision regarding this 


matter as soon as possible,as the children will not return 
to school until then.

Arehie Meechas, 105 Long Plain was in 
the office April 9th this year and wished 
his son Gilbert admitted to Brandon. I 
spoke about the transfer of his other three 
boys who are at Portage and he wished them 
transferred to Brandon also. Transfer was 
approved by the Department 133-0-10 of June 
lst 1943. It would appear that this Indian 
does not know his own mind and I would re- 
commend that the transfer to Brandon be made. 


George Daniels, 191 Long Plain is in 
the army. His daughter Patsy has been at 
Portage school since 1938. At the time of 
her admission she was a baby 34 years old, 
and was admitted because her father could not 
look after her. The school is this child's 
home. Difficulty is experienced in having 
the child take holidays on the reserve. I 
feel it would be a hardship on Patsy to have 
her transferred.

Enclosed please find affidavits from Archie 
Meeches, Private Daniels, and John Daniel requesting the transfer of 
their children from the Portage la Prairie School to Sandy Bay. The 
affidavits give the names and ages of all these children. 


On August Sth last, Father Lemire wrote to 
Indian Agent Waite of the Portage la Prairie agency asking for the 
transfer of these children, but his request was refused. Father Lemire 
finds the ruling of Agent Waite all the more unreasonable, as he took 
four children from his school last September, and transferred them 
to the Birtle School against Father Lemire's protest. Father Lemire 
expected these children in September 1942, and as they were not forth- 
coming he wrote to the Agent to find out why they had not yet arrived. 
He was then informed that they were sent to the Birtle School at the 
request of the parents. No objection is taken to the ruling of the 
Agent in this case, if the wishes of the parents were fully known to 
him, because, after all, parents have the right to place their children 
in a school of their own choosing. But if Mr. Waite acceded to the 
wishes of the parents of the Tanner children, why did he refuse the 
request of Messrs. Meeches and Daniels? 


If the case is as represented to me by Father 
Lemire, he certainly has the right to demand that the above children 
be transferred without delay from the Portage School to his own, as 
the will othe parents is made very clear in the accompanying affi- 
davits.

Extract from Inspector Hamilton's report on the 
Sandy Bay Residential School visited on October 28, 
1943. 


Although this school has almost its allotted 
number of children there remain on the reserve about 
thirty-five pupils of school age. The Reverend 
Principal is anxious to take these children in but for 
some reason the parents will not consent. During our 
inspection we talked with a number of the better 
Indians concerning sending their children and I feel 
sure if the compaten is continued that in time all 
will attend. These Indians are difficult to handle 
and for the present I think it would be a mistake to 
use force. If we could get their consent we would 
have too their goodwill and that really is most 
desirable.

I am in receipt of Inspector Hamilton's 
report regarding his inspection of the Sandy Bay 
Residential Sehool on October 26.

Mr. Hamilton does not believe it 
advisable to use force in plecing these children 
in school, but he thinks that if the parents are 
urged from time to time to send their children 
they will eventually consent to do #0.

"archie Meechas claims he has no religion 
exoept the Indian Teligion. His wife was one of the 
Daniels girls who graduated from the Birtle School end wus 
baptized and raised in the Protestant faith. Meechas has 
two girls graduates of the Portage School and four children 
now at Brandon school, transferred from portage. All the 
children were baptized by @ protestant minister when quite 
young. Mrs. Meechas stated that last June Father Lambert 
urged her to be a Catholic and she allowed him to baptize 
her. In July he baptized the ehildren and shortly 
afterwards returned with the application forms and had 
the parents sign them. I am returning these forms and the 
other papers received. Both Mr- and Mrs. Meechas requested 
that these forms be forgotten and stated they would prefer 
to have the children back in the Portage school. ‘They would 
prefer Portage to Brandon because the children would be 
nearer home where they could see them and because they 
liked the present Principal. Mrs. Meechas was as positive 
this as was her husband. 


"Geo Daniels is now overseas. Patsy has bee 
at the Portage Sasol From which school her dad graduated. 
Patsy was admitted when she was only two years and three 
months old and has been in the school for six years. Neithe 
the father nor the grandparents have bothered much about thi: 
child until recently. Patsy cannot speak the Indian language 
pefore her father left he gave the enclosed statement to his 
father, John Daniels. John states this simply meant that 
4uring the summer Patsy was to spend her holidays in their 
care. They emphatically stated they did not wish to have 
Patsy transferred to any other school.

On July 21, 1943, we wrote the former 

principal, Reverend J. Lemire, O.M.I., regarding 
Madeline Beaulieu, who had been confined to the 
Neepawa General Hospital for a considerable 
period of time due to & tubercular knee. Our 
Medical Superintendent thought she could be 
discharged at that time and felt that it would 
be in her best interests to place her in a 
residential school. In a letter Gated July 25 
Father Lemire stated that he would be glad to 
receive her. I now enclose, for your information, 
a letter which has been forwarded to us. This 
letter was written by the girl's mother, who has 
remarried, and contains rather serious accusations 
regarding the care that the girl is receiving. 
Tt would be appreciated if you would let me have 
a report regarding the matters mentioned in the 
mother's letter and at the same time you should 
return the letter to me.

A little 
progress has been made, mainly through the efforts 
of the late Principal, who organized a mens’ olub 

on the reserve. This elub did splended work among 
the Indians and results were very noticable. I 
still feel that drastic action, in having the 
R.G.M.Police force the parents to have their children 
attend school, would not lead to pest results at 
this time, and would only stir up a hostile feeling 
against the school, which has been largely over- 
come by the efforts of the late Principal.

in spite of the vigilant watsh of the Sisters . She was given special 
lunch of milk and beaten egg® taken upstairs to the claseroom(that are 
situated here on the top-floor ) by the Sister in charge of the Infirma 
to avoid unneceseary strain on the sore leg of the sick girl etc... 

Now ,after Nurse W ilcox herself , who has lived long time ino 5 yer 
house and followed closely the treatment of the children”? bar 3 84 is 
maybe not fancy but certainly better than in any home of the Reserve ane 
very satisfactory to the say of that authority . This is what I am told 

The story of the clothes kept by the School authority 
is absolutely false . When the girl went for Holidays she took along & 
bulky suitcase of the said clothes after promise made by the Mother 
that they will coma back after holidays what she did not do of course 
because she intends to keep these clothes for the other children she 
has at home . But the girl's intention is to use these things herself 
and the Sisters are helping her by enlarging those that are too small. 
The special ire of the Mother wae specially excited when Rev.F.Lemire 
exacked a letter as proof of the intentions of the donator concerning 
the destination of the said clothes . The Mother's envy was concerning 
a kind of eiderdown quite nice and that she wanted on account of the 
birth she was expecting in her home - The girl was relectant for giving 
it by fear of seing it spoiled , she did not like to tell that herself 
to her own Mother and she was even at that time averse of receiving the 
visit of that woma n at the parlor to avoid that discussion . 

Now you can see from the above detaile the kind of 
accusations directed against the School . This of course would have 
been avoided if the reckpient of the letter would have investigated 
herself from us or if she would have been acquainted with the groundles 
criticiem that oft en comes from Indiane when they are not given ac- 
cording to their boundless fancies ¢% 

as for the last accusation of being lousy , we have 
to say that we were net called to witness the veracity of that declara-~ 
tion . The children are alwaye given 4 special care about that matter 
but the visit of "lousy" Indiane accompanied often by a numerous proge- 
niture that should be in school to be "a€eloused" in stead of being 
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Briowea to rove at large ae they usually do in this Reserve ,is very 
often a source of & new invasion of these rermin that seems to 
thrive so well on the degenerated specimen of our race - 


We are ,of course , ready at any time to have the visit 
of anybody specially the recipient of the letter written by that 
Mother who likes petter her own interest than the good of her child. 


The matter of lice ghould not shock you , but permit me 
to call your attention upon the fact that since the War and its 
restrictions we would appreciate receiving again some of that wonder- 
ful "Mercuric ointment", that T am said do 80 well on the children 
that are prome to be "lousy" -

I think this is unwarran- 
ted, in view of the fact that the school can accomodate between 50 to 60 
additional pupils. There are no other school to which these children can 
be sent and due to the condition of the roads, the poverty of the Indians 


and the distances to travel, no day-school could supply the educational

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needs of these children. ” 
Under those circumstances I not only approve of the 2. made 


by Pather Plourde, but think it my duty to substantiate it in every 
respect.

The information given regarding the new pupils 

nemely pupils No. 270 to 272 inclusive and “No. 026% to 0277 
inclusive is not the same on the Quarterly "eturn and the 
TeAe 411 form, Yor instence, pupi No. 0268 is stated on the 
uerterly Return to have entered the school on October 25th 
while on form T.A. 411 it is stated she entered the school 

on October 17th. There are similar discrepancies in the cese 
of pupils Nos. 0272, 0273, 027k, 0275, 0276 and 0277. 


On the Querterly Return you show dates for 
the admission of new pupils subsequent to October lat, yet 
in all cases you request 92 days grant. In the case of new 
pupils, grant is only allowed from the date on which they 
entered to the end of that particular quarter. 


I am inclined to feel you have not read the 
circular letter of December 29th, 1944, nor reviewed the 
notes on the preparation of the Quarterly Return as they 
appear on the last page of the Return. 


The heading on the Return "Date of Entrance to 
the School" means exactly what it says, in other words you 
should show under this heading the exact date on which the 
pupil entered the school. This heading does not refer to 
the date the application form was signed nor the date on which 
the pupil was formally approved, Either of these dates might 
be considerably later than the date on which the pupil actually 
entered the school, It has always been our practice to allow 
grant from that date on the understanding that the Principal 
will only accept those whom they consider are eligible and if 
subsequent facts prove a pupil ineligible for admission it 
would be necessary to return the pupil but in the meantime the 
school would have been allowed grant for their maintenance. 


T trust that you will make the necessary 
corrections in the Return to correspond with the above, as these 
teturns are very carefully scrutinized by the Auditor General 

nd we simply must have them correct and the information 
appearing on the I.A. 411 form regarding admissions and discharges 
of pupils must be exactly the same as that appearing on the 
juarterly Return. 


To assist in your finances we sre forwarding a 
part payment of $3,000.00 on the December Querter Earnings and 
the balance will be paid when you send back the Return completed 
in the proper manner.

We are advised that some of the Indians of Riding 
Mountain Reserve have a grievance against Sandy Bay School, We 
are informed that last January Marie Bone who was 4 pupil at 
Sandy Bay School, and is the daughter of Angus Bone, was sent 
to hospital in Portage la Prairie. In March, she was trans- 
ferred to Dynever Hospitel and the parents claim that they 
were not advised of the girl being sent to Portage la Preirie 
or her transfer to Dynever until she had reached the latter 
hospitel and the doctor in charge advised Indian Agent Smith, 


I would like your comments on the above statement. 
I think you will agree with me thet it is most important 
for a Principal of a Residential School to notify the parents 
immediately any child is so seriously ill thet it is found 
necessary to send her to hospital. Such information of course 
should also be given to the parents in the case ef serious 
iliness of a pupil who is being treated at the school.

October, 1946 is used and ninety-two days grant 
is requested. It is presumed that the date of 
official approval was used on the Return and 
that the children were actually in sehool for 
the full quarter and we have, therefore, made 
the correction thus allowing a full ninety-two 
days grant for the new pupils.
